The  great  problem  of  the  reorganization 
of  bout  hern  society  cannot  be  appioached 
too  carvftilly.  It  is  full  of  complications 
and  difficulties  which  the  clearest  and 
ablest  minds  wbo  have  studied  it  have  not 
yet  been  able  to  gTspple  with  satisfactorily 
A  civil  rights  bill  will  not  solve  it,  nor  a 
decree  ol  eourt.  nor  a  slaudiug  army.  It 
cannot  be  solved  in  a  year,  nor  in  ten 
years,  nor  wholly,  perhaps,  in  a  generation. 
It  is  not  a  subject  so  much  for  laws  as  for 
education,  tor  training,  for  patient  wail 
ing.  Yet  it  may  need  special  applications 
trout  time  to  lime.  Such  applications 
should  not  be  captious,  like  the  measures 
we  now  see  tried  Irom  day  to  day,  but 
should  be  based  upon  pertuauenl  priori 
pics,  should  be  well  thought  out  so  a*  to  In¬ 
consistent  with  a  steady  Dolicy,  and  should 
be  administered  without  harshness 

The  financial  questions  likewise  call  tor 
men  of  long  heads  and  calm  calculation 
Our  immense  debt  cannot  be  paid  nor  our 
monstrous  volume  of  currency  be  got  out 
of  the  way  In  any  short  time,  aor  without 
sacrifice*  and  commercial  shocks.  If  we 
are  to  hove  a  new  device  of  the  treasury 
every  time  there  is  a  disturbance  in  the 
money  market,  or  a  new  issue  of  notes 
every  time  a  large  class  of  citizens  shall 
have  contracted  more  debts  than  they  can 
pay,  we  may  aa  well  abandon  at  once  all 
attempts  to  git  back  to  a  sound  basis.  We 
wnnt  men  to  adjust  our  money  matter*
